ELECTORAL REFORM — to 
have Presidents elected by direct 
popular vote 

DRAFT REFORM — to replace 
present inequitable system with a 
lottery 

TAX REFORM — to give relief to 
low and middle income people, the 
elderly, and others; biggest tax 
overhaul in our history 

WATER POLLUTION — 
approved $800 million appropriation, 
largest sum ever 

EDUCATION — tacked $1 billion

INFLATION: 
A DOMESTIC CRISIS 

Not until all governmental efforts to 
cool the economy are joined by 
restraints from the private sector can 
we stop the cost of living from soaring 
at the present 5% to 6%, Congress 
imposed a spending limit and extended 
the surtax. The Administration froze 
federal construction, kept a tight rein 
on lending. If business and labor curb 
their price-wage spiral, the total effort 
should be successful. 

A FEW CONTE 
ISSUES IN 1969: 

FARM SUBSIDIES: Although my 
amendment to limit this bonanza 
program for the rich was dropped in 
the Senate, I think some progress was 
made since this. issue is now one of 
national scope. By getting a $20,000 
ceiling approved in the House, and 
fighting to keep it intact later, I believe 
I have helped force a change in our 
farm program that must include some 
reform of this annual $3 billion 
giveaway. 

EDUCATION: A bipartisan battle 
on the House floor, in which I led the 
Republican forces, was successful in 
tacking an additional $1 billion in 
educational funds on the Labor-HEW 
appropriations bill. This money will be 
used for vital programs in elementary, 
secondary and vocational schools, 
student loans, and in many other areas. 
The loss of these funds would have 
been a severe blow to our nation’s 
educational system. 

CONSUMER PROTECTION: I 
have waged a two-pronged attack to 
bring relief to New England from 
exorbitant heating oil prices. Besides 
my bill to abolish the oil quotas 
responsible for the prices, I have 
concentrated on countering the 
domestic oil industry’s lobbying with

$5000 GRANT 


Western New England College has 
received a capital grant of $5,000 from 
the Esso Educat’l Foundation, it was 
announced today by Pres.

Sooner or later we all get wise to the 
fact that fancy wrappings don’t always 
mean that they contain the most 
wholesome food. But somehow it never 
occurred to me that a Christmas 
turkey’s wrappings might make one 
wonder about the quality of the meat 
— and i don’t mean the vacuum-sealed 
Plastic on the outside but rather the 
holiday tom’s very own skin, The news 
from the U.S, Dep't of Agriculture 
about some Arkansas turkey ranges 
has changed my view. 

ft seems that turkeys fattening for 
market are bothered by mites or 
chiggers. Like most of us, when they 
are nipped and bitten, turkeys scratch. 
This means that when the turkeys are 
plucked they carry ugly scars on their 
skins for all to see. It tends to upset the 
Poultry growers who want to sell only 
smooth-skinned birds. 

To solve blemish problems, some 
Poultry farmers have apparently 
treated their turkey range-land with 
heptachlor, one of the chlorinated 
hydrocarbon pesticides. In early 
October some 90,000 flowless, smooth 
turkeys at a Minnesota processing 
plant were found to contain “varying 
amounts,” reportedly up to 5 parts per 
million, of heptachlor residue, and 
150,000 live turkeys and 4 million 
pounds of turkey meat were yanked off 
the market by the U.S.D.A. 

Officials declined to admit that the 
sprayed fields and the contaminated 
turkeys have any definite connection, 
but they did say they had traced all of 
the contaminated birds, and that none 
of the heptachlor-laced birds have 
reached the retail market. Let's hope 
so. There is no tolerable level of 
heptachlor allowed in meat and 
poultry by Food and Drug 
Administration regulations. 

Perhpas we could all remind 
government officials when we write to 
thank them for the curtailment of 
DDT that they seem to have slighted 
the other persistent pesticides. I know 
that I certainly intend to let the Dep’t 
of Ag. know that I'd rather serve my 
family a turkey with a few nicks and 
scratches on its skin than one seasoned 
with a dose of heptachlor.
